Certificate Course in Agriculture 

Keren College offers a number of splendid 
c /iort courses in Agriculinre of one term eacli 

twelve weeks in the Winter term, and ten 
weeks in the Spring term. 

In one of those one-term courses a young man 
may get a g."»l knowledge of three great parts 
of Agriculture— Soils. Farm Crops and Animal 
Husbandry. The study of Soils lakes up the 
mot IiihI of making poor SOill good and good 
soils better. In harm Crops we study and plan 
the kind of crops that are suitable for moun- 
tain farms and that can be grown for profit in 
our great mountain region. 

'Hie young men in this Certificate Course 
this winter will study the various crops that 
we have raised on our College farm and on the 
experiment Held. They w ill Unit out how drain- 
age. Has, fert liters and cultivation improve 
the land; they will have an opportunity to 
observe the practical treatment of different 
soils, rotation of crops, seeding, cultivation and 
harvesting; they will also be taught how to 
manage mountain farms for protlt, how to im- 
I rose buildings fences, buy tools, and sell farm 
products. 

Animal Husbandry, the third part to be

I 
showed them how to sing, nur guards 
bad no ear for music mid tried to stop 
Us, but though they knocked siv.ial 
men down, we did not atop until we 
had finished the song. Then, after we 
had admitted to each other that we 
were not downhearted, we shut up. 

We would hate dune so. any w i\ he 
cause by I Ills time we were mi the out 
skirts of the town, and we needed all 
the breath we bad. The road we were 
ou was Just one long sheet of Ice, and 
we could hardly walk more than four 
steps without slipping and falling My 
shoe* had wooden soles, and It was 
Juat one bung after another, with the 
Ice and myself trying to aee which* 
could hit the hardest Ever) lime we

away were brought back, though The 
Hermans were so easy on those who 
tried to run away that I almost thought 
they were encouraging them. One 
chap waa doing hla ten daya In the 
guardhouse for the alxth time while 
I was there— that la, be had Just about 

completed his period of detention. H# 
claimed that the alxth time he bad 
really got across the border and was 
arrested In a little town by the Putch 
authorities and turned over to the Qer- 
mnna. Thai Is against the law In 
moat countries, but be swore It was the 
truth. 1 am not so sure, myself. He 
got away for the seventh time while 
I was at Pulmen and was not returned. 

Ten days In the guardhouse Is not 
au. h a light punishment after all, be- 
cause water three times a day la all 
the prisoner received during that time, 
but It la pretty mild compared to some 
of the things the Huns do. 

tine morning I thought for sure I 
was going cafard. I was Just fed up 
on the whole business and sick of do- 
ing nothing hut suffer. So I strolled 
iih.ng. sticking my head Into barracka 
d.H.rs. sometimes trying to have a talk, 
times trying to pick a light It 
all one to me : I Jui 
thing to do. I found what I 
all right 

I had quite a talk with a sentry In 
front of a barracks. It must have 
lasted three-quarters of an hour. He 
did not know what I was calling him. 
and I did not know what he was call- 
ing me. I could have handled him all 
right, but another sentry came up on 
my blind side and grabbed me and the 
talk was over. 

They dragged me to the commander 
of the camp and he Inatructed them to 
give me a bath. So they took me to 
the bathhouse, where I was stripped 
mid lashed. All the time they were 
whipping me 1 was thinking what a 
Joke It was on me, because I had been 
looking for excitement and had got 
more than I wanted, m I laughed and 
the 1 Inns thought I wus crazy sure. 

I w aa dumped into a vat of hot water 
mid at the same time my clothes were 
given a bolllug. which was good for 
them. 

Then I was forced Into my wet 
clothes and marched back to the bar- 
racks. This bath and the stroll 
through the snow in wet clothes Just 
about did for me. Nowadays, when I 
sit In a draft for a second and catch 
colli I wonder that 1 am still alive to 
catch It. Having gone through Plx- 
mude and the Pardmielles and the 
sinking of the Heorglc and four H. r 
fsan prison camps and a few other 
things — I shall probably trip over a 
hole In a church carpet and break my 
neck. That would be my luck. 

There were all the diseases you can 
think of In this camp. Including black 
cholera and typhua and somebody was 
always dying. We had to make coffins 
from nny wood we could tiud. So it 
was not long before we were using the 
dividing hoards from our bunks, pieces 
of flooring and, In fact, the walls of 
the barracka. The officers were qusr- 
t. ied lu corrugated Iron barracks, so 
I to hm low wood from us for 
their coffins. We would make the box 
and put the body In It, give It as much 
service as we could, In the way of 
prayers and hymns, and put It away In 
a bole near the barracks. There was 
so much of It that a alugle death 

passed unnoticed 

One morning the Herman sentries 
came to our barracks — they never 
came singly and told us that an offi- 
cer was going to review 'the prisoners 
and ordered us lo muster up. which we 
did. I was the last man out of the bar- 
racka and on account of luy wounds I 
was slower than the rest. 

You understand 1 bad had no medical 
treatiiu hi ex. epl . i . pe papi i ban 
and w ater ; my wouuds bad been

which the men lived. Some of the 
at Pnlmen had been confined In vari- 
ous other camps and they told me that 
when Mr. Herard Tlslted these camps 
all that the men did for a week or so 
afterward was to talk about his visit 

and arhiit he had said to them. We 
knew Mr. Hcrnrd hud got the Hermans 
to make conditions h. iier In some of 
the worst hell holes In Hermany and 
the men were always glad when he 
came around. They felt they had some- 
thing better to look forward to and 
some relief from the awful misery. 

Mr Herard was passing through the 
French barracks and a man I 

there told h'lll 
there. The Hermans did not want him 
to see me. but he put up an argument 
with the commmidiiig officer and they 
finally said he could Interview me. I 
a et et was so glad to see anyone as 
I was to see him. The picture Is still 
with tin- of Mb coming In the door. 
We talked for about an hour and a 

half. I guess, mid then he got Up tO 

go and he said I would hear from him 
In about three weeks. Just think what 
good news that was to me! 

Tin y l. t me out of the guardhouse 
and I celebrated by doing all the dam- 
age to Herman sentries that I could 
do. The men In the camps went wild 
when they learned that Ambassador 
Ueruril was there, for they said he was 
the onlv man lii Hermany they could 
tell their troubles to. The reason was 
that he was strong for the men. no 
Mtttl what nationality, and put his 
heart Into the work. I am one of 

those who cannot say enough g I 

things about him Like many others. 
If it had not been for Mr. Oerard I 
would be kaput hy now. 

A few days after this I was slow 
again as we w.re marching to the 
bread bouse and 'lie guard at the door 
tripped me When I fell I hurt my 
wounds, which nia.le me hot. Now I 
had decided on thfliking It over, that 
the best thing to do was to be good, 
since I was eX|H'Ctlng to be released, 
and I thought It would be tough luck 
to be killed Just before I was to be 
released. Itut I had been In the Amer- 
ican navy and any gurby of the l\ S. A. 
u.m'd have done what I did. It must 
be the training we get. for when a 
dirty trick Is pulled oh* on us we get 
vert nervous around the hands and are 
not always able to control them. 

So I went for the sentry and wal- 
loped hltu in the Jnw. Then I rooelved 
Ida bayonet through the fleshy part of 
the forearm. Most hnvonet wounds 
that we got were In the arm. Rut 
those arms were in front of our faros 
at the time. The sentries did not aim 
for our arms, you can bet on that. A 
wo ,ii.l of the kind I got would be noth- 
ing more than a white streak If prop- 
erly attended to, but I received abso- 
lutely no attention for It and It was 
a long time in healing. At that. I was 
lucky; another bayonet stroke Just 
griued my stomach.

war. She snfd she did not believe 
anything the Herman papers printed. 
She said she was an Englishwoman 
from Liverpool and that at the out- 
break of the war not being able to 
get out of Hoiiiiany, she and her chil- 
dren bad been put In prison and thn' 
every day for over a week they had 
put her through the third degree; that 
her children had been separated from 
her and that she did not know where 
they were. 

She walked along with us for several 
blocks until a sentry heard her any 
something not very complimentary to 
the Hermans and chased hrr away. 
When we arrived at the ramp we were 
put Into the receiving barmrks and 
kept there six days. The condition of 
these barracks was not such that you 
could describe If. The floors were ac- 
tually nothing but filth. Very few of 
the bunks remain (I; the rest had been 
torn down— for fuel. I suppose. 
The day we were transferred to the 
rlson barracks four hundred 
and Belgians wire buried. 
Most of them had died 



camps with word that there was an 
epidemic of black typhus and cholera 
and that the only thing for the men to 
do was to take the serum treatment to 
avoid catching these diseases. Most of 
the four hundred men had died from 
the Inoculations. They had taken the 

Hermans' word, had been Inoculated 
and had died within nine hours. Which 
how foolish It Is to believe • 
None of us had any doubt 
but w hat the serum was poisonous. 

The second day that we were In the 
regular camp the Hermans strung 
barbed wire all around our barracks. 
They told us we had a ense of black 
typhus among us. This was nothing 
more nor less than a bluff, for not one 
of us had typhus, but they put up the 
wire, nevertheless, and we were not 
allowed to go out. 

One duy when I was loafing around 
our barracks door and not having any- 
thing particularly Important to do. I 
packed a nice hard snowball and land- 
ed It neatly behind the ear of a little 
sentry not far nway. When he looked 
around he did uot blow his whistle but 
began hunting for the thrower. This 
was strange la a German sentry and I 
thought he must be pretty good stuff. 
When he looked around, however, all I 
he saw was a man staggering around 
as if he were drunk. The man was 
the one who had done the throw lug, all 
right but the sentry could not be sure 
of It, for surely no man would stay 
out In the open and Invite accidents 
like thi.t. Hut still, who had done It? 

So 1 Just kept staggering around, 
and the sentry came up to me and 




thought for the first time that things 
might go hard on me, but I figured 
that If I quit the play acting It would 
be all over. So I stagger*^ right up 
to the sentry and looked at hi 
enly. expecting every moment to 
one from the bayonet. 



Hut he was so surprised that all he 
could do was stare. So I stared bsck, 
pretending that I saw two of him, and 
otherwise acting foolish.

I used to talk to him quite often 
after that. We had no particular 
h \e for each other, but he was gamer 
than the other sentries, and he did not 
cull me schw elnbimd every time he saw 
M so we gi*. on very well together. 
Ills name must have been Sehwnrtz, 1 
can **, but It sounded like "Swatts" to 
me, so Swatts he was, and I was 
"t hink" to him, as everybody else 
called me that. 

tine day he asked me If I could 
speak 1 reneh. and I said yea. Italian;

At one time 
Jim must have weighed 2TS) pounds, 
but by this time he was about two 
pound* lighter than a straw hat. hut 
still black and full of pep. Light as 
he was, I was no "white hope." and It 
was all I could do to carry him to the 
hospital. Swatts kept right along be- 
hind me, and every time I would stop 
to rest he would poke me with a 
broom— the only broom I saw In Oer- 
ugh and point to his ear. 
I thought it was a

I could do waa to go through with It 
But I was all In when we reached the 
hospital The first thing I saw when 
we got In the door was another negro, 
also from Barbadoes, and as tall and 
thin as Jim had once been short and 
fat This black boy and I made a 
great team, but I never knew what 
hla name was. I always called him 
Kate, because night and duy be waa 
whistling the old aong. "Kute, Kate, 
Meet Me at the Garden gate," or words 
to that effect. I have waked up many 
a night and beard that whistle Just 
about at the same place as when I had 
fallen asleep. It would not have I 
so bud if he hud known all of It.

One story of the origin of the 
tree as the Christmas tree among the 
people of northern Kurope Is given In 
a legend of St. Winnifred. It Is one 
of the many thousands of those sim- 
ple and beautiful hcllefs^hnt have at- 
tached themselves to the midwinter 
festival and which generally puss now 
under the name of "Christmas myths." 
It Is related that St Winnifred. a great 
Christian missionary, began rutting 
down a "sucred" oak whirl, had been 
the object of worship by the northern 
pagans whom he was peeking to lead 
aright. While he «us hewing down the 
huge tree It was blasted by a sudden 
whirlwind. Close | M .slde It was a 
fir tree, which was not dunned 
by the whirlwind or by the full 
of the glunt oak. Then St. Wlunlfred 
U reported to have spoken as follows 
to the pagans: 

"This little tree, a young child of 
the forest, shall be your holy tre« to- 
night. It Is the wood of peace, for 
your homes are built of It. It Is the 
-i^n of au endless life, for its leave* 
are always green See how It points 
toward heaven! Let this be called the 
tree of the Christ Child, (lather about 
it; not in tin- wild woods, but in your 
homes; there It will shelter no deeds 
ot Mood, hut loving gifts and acts of 
kindness." 

The fir tree, the common evergreen 
of the northern regions, became the 
holy tree of the converted pagans, and 
In Its honor or In memory of the 
thought* It stood for they decorated It 
ud glfta at
